REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Applicant argues "The Office Action objected to claims 2, 13 and 18-20 as 
including terms lacking proper antecedent basis. Applicant has amended claims 2, 13 
and 18-20 to address the Examiner's concerns. The Office Action rejected claims 1-13 
and 15-20 under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as purportedly being indefinite. 
Thus, Applicant has addressed all of the issues pointed in the Office Action. 
Accordingly, withdrawal of these rejections is respectfully requested. Therefore, claims 
1-13 and 15-20 should now be In condition for allowance." 

The examiner agrees for the following reasons. The applicant has addressed all 
outstanding issues with the claim regarding objections and 112 second paragraph 
rejections via amendments and comments. Thus, all of the previous claim objections 
and 112 second paragraph rejections have been withdrawn. Additionally, an updated 
search hasn't found any new additional prior art that would read upon the independent 
claims.
